Kk 


The Importance Of 
Emotional Support 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In the article tor today, I am going to ex- 
plain to you in what way we 
emotional support but at the beginning, I 
going to go back to the smallest form of life, 


give each other 
am 


the amoeba. The amoeba needs no mouth be- 
cause it takes up food from any part of its 
body. It needs no channels of 
elimination as it is able to 
discharge wastes from any 
part of its body. It creeps 


along in a flowing movement. 
All in all, the amoeba is a 
self - sufficient unit, eating 
without a mouth and creep- 


ing actively about. 
When we study the next 
higher forms of life we find 


a different arrangement. In 
a general way, the larger 
forms are not as simply made up as the amoeba 
and these larger forms are composed of differ- 
ent kinds of cells. During the development of 
the more complicated forms, enough cells are 
formed so that they can not all be on the out- 
side, therefore, they can not all absorb food 
from the surrounding medium. The ones on 
the inside are shut away from food and must 
have it brought to them. 

This is accomplished by the formation of a 
simple tube which is the forerunner of the di- 
gestive tube and food is taken in through an 
opening and sent down this tube so that it will 
reach the cells on the inside. The inside cells 
take over the work of cligestion. In time, oxygen 
is handled in the same way, certain groups of 
cells are formed into lungs and take over the 
special work of absorbing oxygen and throwing 
out carbon dioxide. A transportation system is 
needed to carry the digested food and oxygen 
to the various cells and so we find that other 
cells form themselves into the heart and blood 
vessels. A system of communication is required 
to carry messages from one group of cells to 
the other and this brings about the beginning 
of the nervous system. The whole process be- 
comes more and more complicated and we find 
more and more of a tendency for one group of 
cells to specialize, doing one kind of work. One 
part supports another, being satisfied with this 
arrangement because it helps the whole to live. 
All of these different groups of cells work to- 
gether for the common good, one group sup- 
porting the other in just the way that is need- 
ed. At the end of this process we find the 
human body, made up of many different kinds 
of cells, all possessing a special kind of intel- 
ligence which enables them to do special work. 
One group supports the other, for the good of 
the

whole. 

Man carries over into his social life this same 
principle of one group supporting another. Just 
as certain cells group together, so human beings 
form into groups—such arrangement 
working out to the best advantage of all con- 
cerned. When we band together we gain a 
feeling of security against danger. The feeling 
of security is an emotional state and is only one 
example of the various ways in which human 
beings give eacn other emotional support. 

If you will think it over, you will see quite 
readily that each human being gives emotional 
to others. Sometimes this emotional 
support is actively given, as the support be- 
tween two people who are married, supporting 
each other by the affection and encouragement 
given. Emotional support is like any other 
kind of cooperation—it is a give and take 
process. 

Whenever you give the person nearest you a

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1776 the first 
funeral of a Jew in Canadian his- 
tory took place at Montreal. It 


was that of Lazarus David, who, 
born in England in 1734, had 
come to Canada soon after the 


capitulation of Montreal in Sep- 
tember, 1760, and was one of the 
earliest British landowners in the 
town. Mr. David was one of the 
organizers of the first synagogue 
in Canada, gave a site for the 
building, and, when the plans were 
being drawn, also a plot of land 
for a burying ground; and, curi- 


ously enough, his was the first 
body to be laid there. The site 
hgs long since been converted
